India Plans Four Postage 
Stamp Centenary Series; 
New Definitives In January 


India will appear in the designs of 


the four stamps that nation will issue October 1 commemorating the 
centenary of its first postage stamps. 
the planned large-scale philatelic celebration has been sent by Asiatic 
Hobbyists, Asiatic Chambers, Ghatkopar, India. 

A reddish purple 1 anna depicts three methods of mail transporta- 
tion—runner, camel and bullock cart. Four methods of transporting 
bagged mail are to be shown on the 4a light brown—bicycle, railway,

set will include four airmails in 
denominations of 10 and 14 annas, 
and 1.20 and 1.80 Rupees. 

Unlike the Archeologicals, the 
Five Year Plans wil have a 10 
Rupees top value — the former 
has a 15R. Expected denomina- 
tions are — %, %, %, 2, 3, 4, 4%, 
6, 8, 10, 12 and 14 annas; 1, 1.20, 
1.80, 2, 5 and 10 Rupees. 

The principal theme of the Five 
Year Plan series will be based on 
various public works undertaken 
by the Union and the State Govern- 
ments under such a plan, with ag- 
riculture receiving prominence. 
The airmails will be somewhat 
larger in size than the regulars and 
will have pictorial designs. 

In the line of publications relat- 
ing to the centenary, the Postal 
Administration has announced the 
production of a facsimile of India 
Postage Stamps issued during the 
last 100 years in original colors 
and in album form. Printing is 
limited to 10,000 copies these to be 
restricted to those who register 
their requests prior to September 1. 

A complete history of the Indian 
Post Office from the early days to 
October 1, 1954 will be issued. 
Edited by Mulkraj Anand, the book 
will have a short history of Indian 
stamps and includes several illus- 
trations in color. 

A special post office is expected 
to be opened at the exhibition with 
a distinctive cancelaltion. Rumor 
has it that the Post Office Depart- 
ment wil prepare a cacheted first 
day envelope for the use of col- 
lectors. 

The centenary stamp exhibition, 
INDIPEX, will be staged at New 
Delhi in early October. 


By Icelanders

The stamp in the middie has 
this inscription: “Island (Iceland), 
Vinland, New York,” but the 
sheet itself has the name Liefr 
Eiricsson printed above. It was 
still available in the post office 
in Reykjavik in 1948, and I bought 
a few then; they cost about 20c 
in U.S. funds each. 

This statue is American, and is 
located on a hill near the center 
of Reykjavik. To give readers a 
clearer idea about it, why it is 
there, a little must be told ebout 
Iceland and the character of the 
inhabitants. 

Iceland has been called the 
first American Republic, and 
there are several reasons to agree 
with that. Geographically it is 
much closer to the Western Hem- 
isphere (Greenland), than to Eu- 
rope. The settlers were Norsemen 
and Westmen as they were then 
called, and the settlement began 
in the ninth century. 

The Norsemen were Scandi- 
navians, mainly from Norway, but 
the Westmen were people from 
the British Isles and Ireland, who 
were mostly taken there against 
their will, by the Norse Vikings. 
In his book, “The Character of 
Races,” the distinguished profes- 
sor of Geography at Yale, Dr. E. 
Huntington, writes about the set- 
tlers of Iceland thus: 


“The original Icelanders were 
a highly selected group of peo- 
ple. In the first place, the Norse 
as a whole appear to be one 
of the world’s competert races. 
Second, the Jarls were Jarls be- 
cause their ancestors had shown

between the History of Iceland and 


America, and as I have not seen much written about it, I hope that col- 
lectors who have the desire to know what is behind stamps issued, and 
which they possess, will appreciate such knowledge. 

In 1938 there was issued in Iceland a souvenir sheet with three 


green showing a statue of a Viking, 


but in between them there is a 60 aur violet stamp with a picture of the 
North Atlantic Ocean and the countries around this old and cruel sea. 





unusual ability to fight, to organ- 
ize, and to hold their conquests, 
and they themselves maintained 
their position largely by virtue 
of an inheritance of ability. Third, 
from among this most gifted 
group an uncommonly able race 
there was selected first those who 
loved freedom more than the fa- 
vor of kings, and second those 
who were inclined to try their 
chances in a new and difficult 
land rather than gain living by 
fighting and plundering. 

“Thus it was the best of the 
best who founded Iceland, and 
they created what Bryce calls an 
almost unique community whose 
culture and creative power flour- 
ished independently of any favor- 
ing material conditions and in- 
deed under conditions in the 
highest degree unfavorable.” 


The main reason for their set- 
tlement in Iceland was the tyrant 
in Norway, King Harald Fairhair, 
who had gradually been defeating 
them, with his superior manpow- 
er. Rather than accept his lord- 
ship the various chiefs, the Jarls, 
left their own old country. In 
those days the ships of the Vik- 
ings were common. They were 
small boats however, in the aver- 
age about 50 feet long and.10-15 
feet wide, open, with one very 
primitive sail. 


On this tiny craft, without 


compass or charts or other now 
long known means of navigation, 
they sailed off, and crossed the 
Atlantic between Norway and

Color Confusion 


There is a good possibility that 
the color of either the %d Kan- 
garoo or the 64d Queen Elizabeth 
regulars of Australia is going to 
undergo a change. Many postal 
patrons don’t look at the denomi- 


nation or design of a stamp when 


they are about to use it, depending 
on the color alone to tell them if 
the stamp they have fits the rate. 

Since both the above-mentioned 
stickers are in a red orange it can 
easily be seen how the color-con- 
scious postal patrons might over- 
pay or underpay a piece of mail. 
The designs, of course, are entirely 
different, the low value picturing 
the Kangaroo, and the high, the 
Queen.

CANADA. There are many rea- 
sons why Canada is one of the 
most popular of the countries of 
the British Empire. It has never 
issued the same stamp with differ- 
ent perforations or shades. Canada 
has never issued unnecessary 
stamps for the purpose of sale to 
collectors, and with one exception 
has never issued a stamp with a 
face value over $1.00. 

The stamps are finely printed 
and they all look good. Canada ca- 
ters to collectors and maintains an 
efficient agency for selling 
stamps. It supplies collectors with 
selected copies and sends stamps 
to the United States without charge 
for postage and registration. The 
Canadian dollar being at a pre- 
mium, it costs the-U. S. collector, 
the amount of this premium over 
face, plus fee for money order etc. 

From a financial point, the 
stamps of Canada increase in val- 
ue. They are a good investment 
and easily sold if necessary. Some 
of the countries of the British’ Em- 
pire would eventually profit by 
emulating this example. This re- 
fers to countries like Falkland De- 
pendencies which recently issued a 
new unnecessary set to the Pound. 

PAPUA. The airmail set, C10-15 
is quite scarce, especially the 1/6, 
No. 15. This stamp is priced by 
Scott at $5.00 mint and $6.00 used, 
and by Gibbons at 20’- mint and 
25/- used. 

The latest Sanabria catalogue 
prices this stamp at $6.00 mint or 
used. ‘‘Fyndem”’ in Stamp Collect- 
ing (London) gives it used as the 
week’s “Good Fynd.’’ However the 
postmark must be right. 

UNION SOUTH AFRICA. The 
1913 Pound stamp, No. 16 or 16A, 
is evidently underpriced by Scott 
as compared with Gibbons. Fur- 
thermore, the market price is grad- 
ually going higher with demand

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Cousins Of Stamps 


I can not think of a better title for this editorial than the above. 


My first recollection of this name for what I want to talk about goes | 


back many years, in fact back to the days when Percy McGraw Mc- 
Mann a Philadelphia stamp collector first used it in my presence: 
Percy was making a collection of all items 
which had a close relation to stamps. Those 
he was after were not stamps but were 
closely associated with them and as time 
has proven, some of them have been ac- 
cepted as such. 

He had things as stamps of the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Company which are now 
listed under Peru and other similar issues. 
Also many labels that were an aftermath of 
our own Private Proprietary issues of the 
Civil War period. These were very like the 
original stamps of that period. Many makers 
of patent medicines had used a stamp for 
sO many years that when the tax was cut 
off, they had labels prepared which looked 
like the originals but were altered a bit in 
wording so that they no longer purported 
to be stamps. 
gee We must remember that in these earlier 

aii 40°F ® Gays such things as handsome advertising 
GEORGE W. LINN labels were not yet in general use so that 

when something resembling a stamp ap- 
peared it was often collected, that is if it matched in with some great 
event. Among the earlier things of this nature was a sepia and a pale 
green oblong stamp about the size of our current commemoratives 
which honored Admiral George Dewey, of the Battle of Manila fame. 

One item we remember quite well was the Bicycle Mail Route 
stamps that were used between Fresno and San Francisco. For many 
years these were not recognized, but they are now in Scott as Num- 
bers 12L1 and12L2. Issued in 1894, they are now considered as pretty 
nice property. Another of four years latter was the McGreely Express 
Stamp used in Alaska to prepay letters and packages sent by Motor 
Boat between Dyea and Skaguay, Alaska. Issued in 1898, it went beg- 
ging for recognition for many years but now is numbered among the 
Locals as 155L1 and is priced at $2.00. 

We wonder if some day the Triangular Locals from Walter Brink 
of Wisconsin, also Pat Herst of Shrub Oak, N. Y. and a new one from 
F. P. Schmitt, Centerport, N. Y. will be recognized. Since all these 
are used and issued under and according to U. S. Postal laws it is 
impossible to see how they can fail of being listed. 

As swe come along to later years we find various labels for the 
great Expositions that were held in these United States. I have seen 
many such but have few of any of them. For the Pan American Expo- 
sition at Buffalo, beautiful two color labels with exposition views were 
issued and they look quite like stamps. The St. Louis Worlds Fair, I 
have a single red stamp for this. 

Among other things that would fit into a collection of Cousins of 
Stamps would be the various labels used by Business Colleges to place 
on mock letters used in their commercial courses, also the mock 
stamps issued and, used by the Moving Picture industry when occasion 
required a picture of a letter with a stamp on it. These things are all 
of interest to any real philatelist. 

Janet Van Den Berg of Worthington, Ohio who writes a column 
for our paper at frequent intervals has taken up dealing in such ma- 
terial and she has gathered a stock from all over the world.

Special Markings 


July 10 was a rather busy day 
;for those interested in the aero- 
philately of Spain and Colonies. It 
was the inaugural date for the fly- 
ing of all mail between Madrid and 
Barcelona, and the first day of the 
1.50 Peseta aerogramme for mail 
to Spanish Guinea. 

Mail posted to 10:30 p. m. in 
either the Madrid or Barcelona 
main post offices will be flown to 
the other city and delivered on the 
next morning’s 9 a.m. mail round. 
| Two special postmarks were used 
|for registered mail only. accord- 
ing to Carlos'»Lenze, Barquillo 
29, Madrid, Spain. 

Arranged in a circle was the 
wording ‘‘Primer Correo Aereo Sin 
Sobretsas Madrid,”’ inside of which 
in a circular formation is ‘‘Barce- 
lona, 10 JUL 54” and in the center 
a plane flying to the left and 
the word Barcelona. The direction 
of the plane and the name of the 
cities is reversed for the Barce- 
lona-Madrid Route. 

Special hexagonal arrival post- 
marks were applied to the back of 
registered covers. They give the 
basic data plus the arrival date in 
each eity which ends the flight. 

The aerogramme is Type B with 
single grayish overlay. 

Other aerogrammes used in 
Spain are a 4Pts. for general use 
throughout the world, and a 60c 
for domestic use and between the 
mother country and its colonies and 
protectorates. 

Mr. Lenze is of the opinion that 
the 60c will soon be replaced since 
it has been current since 1950. He 
expects them to be of the single 
overlay Type B of the above-men- 
tioned new 1.50Pts.

appearance. The set by Germany which was said to be ready for use 
when the Germans invaded India. The Polish set issued from Italy 
and many others. 

Sales of this material must have been successful and we have no 
complaining about any offerings of such items so long as they are 
offered for what they are and it is plainly stated that they are not 
stamps. Older collectors understand what they are buying and need 
have no complaint if the material becomes worthless. Chances are 
however that in later years the material will have a saleable value of 
as much as they may have paid for it. 

Now we have another flood of this material, doubtless brought 
about by the great interest and demand for certain Topical Stamps. 
This new fad has brought many new and legitimate issues from stand- 
ard countries, but those stamps all have a recognized face value and 
sets frequently run into several dollars, thus not so quickly saleable. 
To offset this high price and to supply something that will sell quickly 
at a good profit we have seen such items as the Indonesian labels of 
great beauty. The latest however, is a set of 16 stamps credited to 
“Republic Maluku Selantan’’. These all have fishes on them. Some 
of the ugliest critters you ever saw. If we caught one of them down 
here in Lake Harris we would probably throw our pole overboard and 
jump in the lake and run for the shore. This seems very appro- 
priate as it gives the set the ‘‘fishy’’ Smell it so well deserves. From 
the same source is another set of six with butterflies. At the same 
time there are two sets credited to Croatia and the offers state that 
these are from the Croatian Government in Exile. The Croatian re- 
public became a part of Jugoslavia in 1945 and it is in our opinion that 
it is quite unlikely that it will ever become independent. Thus the 
excuse for the stamps seems questionable. It is noted however that 
the producers of these stamps issued two sets. One for regular postage 
which pictures flowers, the other for airmail, which pictures birds. 
Quite appropriate for an airmail stamp and by the way, the first air- 
mail that Croatia ever had. 

The above described sets are all triangles. I fell for them because 
of my Triangle collection. Besides these there are a set of 18 Republic 
Malukas Selatan with all the wild animals of the area in many colors. 
Truly a handsome set. None of these things are legitimate but they 
will sell because of their similarity to stamps and their pretty colors | 
and most of all their topical subjects. | 

A wholesaler who offers them frankly states they are unlisted pic- 
torial sets. He does not call them stamps. We have no complaint 
against the sale of such items if they are offered as pictorial labels 
and not as stamps. The great harm comes when a child is sold some 
of this trash with the belief that he is buying a set of real stamps. 

When he awakens to the fact that he “‘has been took’’ the reaction 
is not for the best interests of our hobby. 

We should hope that the ASDA would issue some public statement 
for publication by all the stamp journals to call and classify this ma- 
terial for just what it is, but such a thing is hardly to be hoped for. 

However the whole current mess as described above can be bought, 
if the dealer who offers it is not too greedy, for less than a couple 
dollars, so if you like pretty pictures that look like stamps you can not 
get stuck too badly, unless you do like some of the suckers did at the 
Sebring, Florida Jamboree, held in June, where the Fish set described 
above sold at Auction for $2.50 when it bore a reserve price of only 75c 
and should not be priced by any dealer at over 50c, based on whole- 
sale cost. 

Cousins of Stamps are fun if you are looking for something exciting, 
and who knows, some day they may turn out to be the real thing.

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Boe STAMP EXCHANGE 


stamps are flying thick and fast 
in Washington according to 
Franklin R. Bruns and James W. 
Fawcett, stamp editors of the capi- 
tal’s Sunday newspapers. However 
while everyone seems to be guess- 
ing about the possibilities, and 
some of them are plenty wild, 
PMG Summerfield and his cohorts 
“ain’t sayin’ nuttin.” 
Legislators, by the time you read 
this, will have made a decision one 
way or another about the matter 
of a 4c first class rate. As you 
know, postal gmployees and the 
Post Office Depa-tment have both 
been after a revised schedule of 
salaries plus some other changes. 
Onto the floor of Congress has 
come a bill which has tried to 
incorporate the suggestions of both 
with neither side being entirely 
happy as to the contents. Tied in 
is a provision that upon passage 
the first class rate for one ounce 
or less of mail will be 4c. 
That brings up politics with 
stamps for on the announced 4c 
value of the Liberty series due at 
the ASDA Show in New York City 
in November will appear Abra- 
ham Lincoln than whom is no 
greater Republican. Even the Dem- 
ocrats can hardly begrudge Hon- 
est Abe a place in the philatelic 
spotlight—their Thomas Jefferson 
occupied the design of the ‘‘most 
used’’ (3c) value for the past 16 
years. 

Also tied in with the above- 
mentioned bill are rate increases 
for publications and parcel post. 
It is my opinion that with such 
increases the government is pric- 
ing a lot of mail order firms out of 
business. Money isn’t so plentiful 
any more that people are going 
to put a sizeable part of the cost 
of an item by mail into postage 
fees. 

The same holds true for maga- 
zines and newspapers. Some pub- 
lishers have had to curtail their 
activities, and some went out of 
business with the last rate increas- 
es,

It seems as though three promi- 
nent Americans are to be the sub- 
jects on commemorative stamps 
within the next three years. They 
are Woodrow Wilson, John Mar- 
shall and Alexander Hamilton all 
of whom have previously been pic- 
tured on our stamps. 

Congress, anticipating important 
anniversaries pertaining to each, 
has set up commissions to ar- 
range for proper celebrations. 
Chief: Justice John Marshall will 
probably be the first to get recogni- 
tion since the Bi-Centennial of his 
birth occurs in 1955. Marshall was 
chief justice of the Supreme Court 
for 34 years, from January 31, 
1801 to July 6, 1835, the date of 
his death. 
Woodrow Wilson, World War I 
president will have the 100th anni- 
versary of his birth come due in 








1956. He is to-be seen on the pres- 
ent $1. 
While it is still three years away, 
the 200th anniversary of Alexander 
Hamilton’s birth must be consid- 
ered in the light of a special stamp. 
He was the first Secretary of the 
Treasury having been appointed to 
that office by Washington. 
It was said of him that, “ ‘ 
In the then unsettled state of the 
country financially and economical- 
ly, this was a position of primary 
importance, and during his term 
of office Hamilton rendered to the 
nation services scarcely less inval- 
uable than those of Washington 
himself.”’ 





In answer to numerous inquiries 
which still come in—as far as 
know the only way at present to 
distinguish between the flat and 
rotary press printings of the 8c bi- 
colored Statue of Liberty stamp is 
by the plate numbers. 

Some time ago we printed such 
plate numbers, each being iden- 
tified as a rotary or flat. 

Someone might discover a way 
one of these days to distinguish 
the printings, but for the moment, 
the numbers are the only means.

Some weeks ago, I mentioned 
here about the possibility of get- 
ting cancellations from _ foreign 
countries on United States post 
ecards. You need the International 
double reply-paid card to do it, two 
examples of which are shown on 
this page through the courtesy of 
G. Bernard LeRoy of Baltimore, 
Md. 

These are sold mostly at the lar- 
ger post offices. In fact in some of 
the smaller ones, they have never 
heard of such things. 

The top card with the head of 
Liberty, in red, and with a value 
of 2c each card is listed in the 
Scott Specialized U. S. Catalog as 
No. UY68-69. The bottom with the 
head of McKinley, also in red, has 
a denomination of 3c each card. 
(Scott UY70-71). 

I might point out right here that 
the current rate of postage for each 
is 4c so you would have to add 
stamps to make the fee. 

Each card must have special in- 
scriptions. Ours have them in Eng- 
lish and French (the official lan- 
guage of the Universal Postal Un- 
ion). The one used by the sender 
states, ‘‘Postal Card With Paid Re- 
ply — Carte Postale avec Response 
Payee’. And for the reply from 
abroad the legend says, ‘‘Reply 
Postal Card—Carte Postale Re- 
sponse.” 

Should you want details how they 
can be used ask your postmaster, 
or any of your postal clerk friends 
to let you look at the Postal Guide 
Volume II, International Service, 
Chapter II, Article 4, paragraphs 
b to j.

The climate is dry and health- 
ful, with long winters and delight- 
ful summers, and Vermont is rap- 
idly becoming one of the country’s 
popular winter resorts as well as 
a summer tourist haven. 

Institutions of higher learning 
abound, as the University of Ver- 
mont and the State Agricuitural 
School. 

Champlain is thought to have 
been the first white man to ex- 
plore the region, about 1609. The 
French made a temporary settle- 
ment at Fort St. Anne in 1666. 
Massachusetts established Fort 
Dummer in Vermont in 1724, but 
gave up all claims to the region 
in 1781, followed by New Hamp- 
shire and New York.

Artcraft Officjal 
For APS Convention 


The Artcraft engraving for the 
2c Thomas Jefferson stamp of the 
regular Liberty series of 1954 has 
been designated as official cachet 
by the California Collectors Club, 
sponsors of the 68th annual conven- 
tion of the American Philatelic So- 
ciety.

Iceland. It is therefore obvious, 
that they have been sailors of 
genius and great courage, as 
we will see more about after- 
wards. But they reached Icelandy 
and settled there. 

Like the people who many 
centuries later, left their homes in 
Europe to settle in America, the 
Icelanders loved freedom above 
all. At this time, in the ninth 
century when the Vikings came 
to settle in Iceland, there was a 
dark age of tyranny and kingship 
in Europe, but although many of 
the settlers had been pirates pre- 
viously, they gave up that pro- 
fession and found farming much 
more profitable and secure. 

They established a republic in 
Iceland, and in 930 A.D. a cen- 
tral parliament called Althing. 

Another remarkable fact about 
the Icelanders, was their love for 
story-telling. Their writing down 
these became an art. The Sagas 
are for the greater part family 
histories, and trace down hun- 
dreds of people and happenings. 
There are over forty in total. 
These ancient manuscripts were 
commemorated with five stamps 
issued October 1, 1953. 

From these Sagas we have vast 
knowledge about the times. From 
what has been said above about 
them, we know who were the 
ancestors of Leif Eiriksson 
and Thorfinnur Karlsefni, and 
what courage and character these 
men had in their blood. But back 
to the American statue in Reyk- 
javik. 

When the Millenary of the Ice- 
landic Parliment was celebrated 
in 1930, many foreign nations 
honored Iceland, but undoubted- 
ly the United States showed 
them one of the greatest honors. 
On this occasion the United 
States donated a statue of Leif 
Eiriksson by Sterling Calder, with 
this inscription: LEIF EIRIKS- 
SON, SON OF ICELAND, DIS- 
COVERER OF WINELAND., 

The people of the United States 
thereby showed the small Ice- 
landic nation a great sign of 
friendship, which was highly ap- 
preciated by all Icelanders, but 
especially was it a great honor, 
that the United States herewith 
officially acknowledged Leif Ei- 
riksson, the Son of Iceland, as 
the discovery of the vast continent 
of America. 

We all know about Columbus. 
He was another great sailor. 
About Leif Eiriksson we know 
just as much, and that he came 
to America about five centuries 
ahead of Columbus. Leif Eiriks- 
son is said to have been born at 
Eiriksstadir in Haukadal, the 
same country where the famous 
Geysir is to be found. His father 
we know just as well, for his 
name was Eirik the Red. 

When Eirik the Red left to ex- 
plore the countries west of Ice- 
land, his son was very young, 
and far too young to go with him. 
Three long and doubtful years 
passed, and everyone thought 
Eirik the Red was lost, but he 
came back then, and told amaz- 
ing tales, about great countries 
he had discovered in the west. 
That was no great surprise, but 
when he began to tell about the 
various and unknown tribes, of 
Eskimos and Indians, nobody be- 
lieved him. 

It was then that he got the 
nickname “the Red” for he 
stated, that he had actually seen 
red people. He probably went as 
far as Hudson Bay, and along 
the north coast of America. Any-

way it is certain, that Eirik the 
Red discovered Greenland, for he 
left Iceland a little after this 
with all his family. They settled 
on the East Coast of Greenland, 
sometime after 975 A.D. Many 
others came after him. 

Some twenty years later, Ei- 
rik’s son Lief, was on a visit to 
Norway. There he became Christ- 
ian, and decided not orly to drop 
Thor and Odin, but to convert 
his family as well. 1000 A.D. he 
left Norway and took several 
priests with him. It has been a 
belief of seamen, that a ship car- 
rying priests would run _ into 
trouble, and indeed Leif got into 
very rough weather on the jour- 
ney. 

But if we look at the stamps 
again, we will see that the in- 
scription there is not Leif Eiriks- 
son, but Leifur Heppni. It will of 
course appear a little funny as 
we know his name was Eiriksson. 
This is however not a puzzle. 

He was very well known in 
Iceland under this name, Leifur 
Heppni; Heppni, which in Ice- 
landic means luck or lucky, was 
his nickname. He got it after 
saving men in distress at sea. 
His ship drifted off course and 
he missed the southern point of 
Greenland for which he had been 
steering. However he sailed on 
for a long time and ultimately 
reached land. It was the Ameri- 
can mainland. 

As a man of the North, he was 
astonished to see the new coun- 
try, and to find wheat and wine 
growing wild. He gave the new 
country the name Vineland hid 
goda, or Wineland the Good as 
it would be translated. He spent 
some time there, which probably 
was in the area from Boston to 
Newport, R.I. He even built a 
house and gave names to several 
places. 

Cape Cod he called in Icelandic 
Kjalarnes, (Keel peninsula) as it 
reminds of a ship’s keel, and Nar- 
ragansett Bay he named Straum- 
fjordur (Streamfjord) from the 
various streams in the bay. The 
area north of the United States, 
now Canada was called Mark- 
land. 

It is very likely, that Leif Ei- 
riksson and his men would have 
remained longer in Wineland, if 
it had not been for the hostile 
Indians and their immediate at- 
tacks; they were indeed the great 
obstacle for a settlement then, 
and later, as we know from the 
History of the United States. Leif 
left his Good Wineland and 
reached Greenland safely. It is 
not known if he ever went back, 
most likely not, for otherwise it 
would be mentioned in the Sa- 


gas. 
News of the discovery spread 
quickly to Iceland. The new 


land was described as great and 
good, ut full of savages (Indians). 
But iY we bear in mind what 
professor Huntington says about 
the character of the Icelanders, 
one need not be surprised at all 
to learn what follows. The 
stamps which Iceland issued in 
connection with the W.F. in New 


York 1939, need a little explana- > 


tion first.

The first one, the 20 aur red 
needs no. explanation, and the 
blue 35 aur in fact not either. But 
who is this fellow on the green 
45 aur and the grey 3 kr. with 
a sword on his side, a shield on 
his back and resting on a huge 
axe? He certainly has been well 
armed and looks as if he knew 
how to use his weapons. 

This statue is Icelandic, by Ei- 
nar Jonsson and is in Philadel- 
phia. The man is perhaps not as 
famous as Leif Eiriksson, but he 
is nevertheless as important, for 
he is the father of the first white 
child born in America, his name 
was Thorfinnur Karlsefni. 

The stamps issued in 1939 were 
later overprinted 1940 as a sou- 
venir of the World’s Fair but 
were used for a brief period in 
Iceland as well. Later common 
stamps were issued, showing 
Karlsefni, but the inscription was 
omitted. There were 2kr. grey, 
5Skr. brown and 10kr. orange 
brown. 

The news of Wineland was be-

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lieved, and soon many voyages 
were prepared to go to the new 
land to settle there. This year 
there are 950 years since this 
took place; that the first white 
man made an attempt to settle 
with his family in America, and 
smaller things than that have 
sometimes been commemorated 
in the U.S.A. This man was Thorfin- 
nur Karlsefni and his family and 
friends. 

From Iceland to the U.S.A. is 
more than 2000 miles, thus it was 
only for brave men to try to cov- 
er this distance, over the North 
Atlantic, against winds and cur- 
rents, ice and fog, in small open 
craft, which were hardly navig- 
able unless the wind was blow- 
ing from behind. Fear seemed to 
be little known to these men, 
and the Sagas mentioned five 
voyages in all from Iceland to 
Wineland, but -here is little doubt 
that more than that have taken 
place. 

One of these first voyages was 
lead by Thorfinnur Karlsefni, a 
chief and a man of high birth. 
He left Iceland with his young 
wife and intended to settle in 
America. They reached there, 
with several others and immed- 
iately built houses for their cat- 
tle and homes. Shortly after that 
their son was born 1004 A.D. and 
is therefore the first white child 
born in the country which now 
is U.S. Territory. He was called 
Snorri. 

However, and although the new 
land was good, and these settlers 
hardy men ,they were too few 
of them. Severe attacks by In- 
dians took place again and the 
settlers beat them, but still los- 
ing men every time. We know 
the difficulties the European set- 
tlers met later, when they at last 
came to settle in America, thous- 
ands of them with relatively pow- 
erful weapons. Still during the 
last century there was hard fight- 
ing and bloodshed, fighting the 
Redskins. 

It is therefore easy to imagine 
how hopeless the position of the 
Icelandic settlers was in 1004- 
1006 A.D. They were perhaps less 
than one hundred in all. The 
war with the Indians rever end- 
ed, and the settlers lost men un- 
til few of them were left. 

Still they remained for several 
years. Ultimately, when many 
of their houses and ships had 
been burned and destroyed and 
most of the settlers had lost their 
lives, it became obvicus how 
hopeless the situation was. 

Thorfinnur Karlsefni had how- 
ever not been killed. He must 
have realized, that no matter how 
good a fighter he was, he would 
be overwhelmed sooner than lat- 
er, killed, with his family and 
friends. So he returned to Ice- 
land with his wife and young 
son, Snorri; thus the first Amer- 
ican was moved to Iceland to 
save his life. There his parents 
founded a big family, and many 
Icelanders now living can trace 
their ancestry te Snorri. 

But did all the settlers return 
to Iceland, and if not, what hap- 
pened to them? Unfortunately 
there is nothing known about 
that, or very little. The discovery 
became known to Europe, as can 
be seen from the works of the 
eleventh century historian, Adam 
of Bremen. The nations in Europe 
however, were busy fighting each 
other, and ignored the discovery. 

The settlers of Wineland who 
eventually remained, or came lat- 
er, perhaps from Greenland also, 
wrote no Sagas, and’ neither did 
those in Greenland. Thus we are 
very much in the dark about what 
actually happened to these peo- 
ple in Greenland and America. 

Theré is, apart from the Sa- 
gas, a lot of evidence about their 
settlements in Greenland, ruins 
of old farms and churches tell 
us enough. And there is the “old 
tower of Newport” which is still 
standing, and could well be the 
ruin of a round church built in 
the style common in Scandinavia 
in this period. Icelandic annals 
mention a ship coming from 
Markland in 1347 A.D., but more 
interesting is the fact, also men- 
tioned in several annals, that in 
1121 A.D. an Icelander who was 
a bishop in Greenland, Eirikur 
Upsi, left Iceland in search of 
Wineland and the settlers. 

Did he build the “old Tower of 
Newport”? We have no evidence 
of that either. But what we do 
know, is the fact that 950 years 
ago, the boy Snorri Thorfinnsson 
(Karlsefni) was born on the Con- 
tinent of America, then called 
Wineland, lived and became a 


great man in Iceland. 
Now, what about Virginia 
Dare? Shall we ignore her or

OLD STOCKS 


Nothing has been noted in the 
Postal Bulletin of recent issues to 
infer that postmasters should clean 
up their old stocks of stamps. I 
believe there is a general order 
in the Guide that gives instructions 
how stocks of stamps should be 
rotated, but as mentioned nothing 
of recent dating. 

It could be that special orders to 
large first class offices have gone 
out, for there seems to be an un- 
usual number of old stock stamps 
now appearing. The most recent 
reported was a 6c wide buro from 
Denver. It was dated, this giving 
exact conformation of the date, 
April 1954. This stamp at the lat- 
est igs sixteen years old. 

Chas. Metz of Philadelphia report- 
ed the above item and also tells me 
that a 5c Bicent came out of Chi- 
cago in April 1954 in U-11 type. 
So there were still other old items 
in the Chicage office too. It is 
quite possible that other large cit- 
ies are cleaning up their stagnant 
stocks. Would be glad to hear about 
them and report them in this col- 
umn. 


PORTRAITS. 

The next three values of the new 
regular issue as you know will be 
portraits. Some already are claim- 
ing the reason the 4c stamp has 
a likeness of Lincoln on it is be- 
cause of political reasons and that 
it means our regular postage rate 
will likely be 4c in the rear future. 

As yet no Bureau prints have 
appeared in the new issues. We will 
try to report such items at the earli- 
est possible moment. What won- 
ders me is, will there be enough 
values of the series showing the 
Statue of Liberty on them to give 
it a name?
